CONSERVATIVES BECOMING 
LIBERALS, AND LIBERALS 
FOSSILIZED TORIES. 


The Canadian Courier says:— 

“From present appearances it 
looks as if the Liberals of Cana- 
da weie becoming’ Conservative 
and the Conservatives were be- 
coming Liberal. The names are 
ceasing to represent the senti- 
ment. This is especially true in 
regard to the question of public 
ownership. In Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan the Liberals have 
gone in for public ownership, es- 
pecially of the provincial tele- 
phone systems. These liberal 
governments are also talking of 
a Hudson Bay railway owned by 
tie three provinces. In Manitoba, 
tae Conservatives are not quite 
so decided on the subject. So far 
there is ns misnomer. Coming to 
the Dominion government, we 
find Mr. Borden declaring for 
government ownership and oper- 
aticn of the National Transcon- 
tinental, and for ownership and 
operation of trunk telephone and 
telegraph lines. This is liberil 
doctrine surely, even if it comes 
from a Conservative. On the 
other hand, Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
has steadily refused to move to- 
wards radicalism. He has always 
declared against government op- 
eration, being content to rely 
upon private ownership uuder 
government control. Coming to 
Ontario we find Mr. Whitney, a 
Conservative leading a govern- 
mer.t pledged to public owner- 
ship of the distribution of elec- 
tricity, and the Liberal opposition 
taking the contrary position, The 
Ontario government is practically 
forcing all the western Ontario 
municipalities interested in 
Niagara power, to decide for or 
against public ownership of this 
public utility. A by-law to es- 
tablish a mnnicipal distribution 
plant, in opposition to the present 
private plant, iu the city of «Tor- 
onto is being supported by lead- 
ing Conservatives because they 
felt that this attitude is a party 
duty. The policy may be right or 
it may be wrong, butitis passing 
strange to find such radical legis- 
lation supported by Conserva- 
tives when it would more natur- 
ally be supported by Liberals. In 
days of yore, people were wont 
to call Sir Oliver Mowat ‘‘an old 
Tory,’ and it looks as if Mre 
Whitney may yet be termed ‘‘an 
old Liberal.’’ It certainly looks as 
if the two great parties should ex- 
change names for a time atleast. 
If that is not done, then we must 
forget that the terms Conserva- 
tive and Liberal mean anything, 
and vote with the particular party 


_| which has a policy to our liking, 


This may tend towards greater 
independence among voters, but 
it will be somewhat confusing.”

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STOCK GROWER’S 
ASSOCIATION. 


The following was President White- 
side’s address at the recent meeting of 
the Central Alberta Stock Growers’ 
Association held in Innisfail: 

This important association held a 
meeting at Innisfail on Tuesday, De- 
cember 10th. There was a good turn- 
out not only of members, but of resi- 
dents of the district, fully eighty-five 
being in attendance at the afternoon 
meeting. ‘ 
President Frank Whiteside, of Stett- 
ler, occupied the chair, and first ex- 
pressed the pleasure of seeing such a 
large attendance. 

Mayor Constantine welcomed the 
visitors to town and in a few well 
chosen words extended them the free- 
dom of the town while there. 

Mr. Ed. Barnett, of Buffalo Lake, 
replied on behalf of the association. 
He said he was one of the old timers of 
the country, having been here for 20 
yeals. He was pleased to see the inter- 
est taken in the work of the associa- 
tion, which has primarily been estab- 
lished to better the market conditions 
and do away with the present system 
by which a buyer can go into a corral 
and offer a priee for the cattle, and if 
refusee he can go back in another year 
and offer the same price, or even less, 
although the cattle are a year older 
and the extra expense of care and 
feeding has been placen on them, 
PRESIDENT FRANK WHITESIDE'S AD- 


DRESS. 


President Frank Whiteside then ad- 
dressed the meeting as follows:— 

It is said that the greatest power in 
the world to-day is the press;however, 
one may think, talk or work, the effect 
would be but local were it not for the 
powers given to such efforts by the co- 
operation of our newspapers; and I 
want to say right here that to the ed- 
itors of Innisfail, Red Dedr and 
Stettler in particular we owe much 
for the success which we believe is at- 
tending the work of our organization. 
Perhaps were the promoters of our 
organization asked to give the reasons 
for the necessity of such a body, they 
would not be able to state just why it 
was formed, but if we study the matter 
closely we find that while the value of 
almost every other product of the farm 
has been enhanced while the price of 
building material has increased and 
living expenses grown heavier, :the 
price of the Alberta steer has remained 
almost stationery and the difficulties 
encountered in putting him on the 
market have not grown less. 

Our constitution says that theobject 
of the association shall be: 

1st. To promote the interest of the 
producers of live stock in every honor- 
able and legitimate way. 
2nd. To hold meetings for the dis- 
cussion of live stock and market quest- 
ions, 
3rd. To encourage the production of 
the better quality of beef and thus en- 
hance the value and induce more buy- 
ers to seek our products at better 
prices. , 
4th. Toencourage theestablishment 
of packing and cold storage plants, or 
any industries that will facilitate the 
better marketing of our stock. 
5th. To obtain by united effort more 
uniform and profitable prices. 

6th. To offer suggestions to our 
members of Parliament regarding leg- 
islation affecting the marketing and 
transportation of stock either on foot 
or dressed, 

7th. To assist each individual mem- 
ber in the location of estrays, making 
it possible for the Secretary io notify 
the owner of any cattle found drifting | . 
away from their range, 

8th. To organize local round-ups 
and dipping districts, putting them un- 
der the supervision of a competent 
foreman. 

Oth. To list with the Secretary all 
cattle for sale, together with their 
quality, age, etc., that he may be in a 
position to furnish all desirable infor- 
mation to prospective buyers. 

10th. To devise the best means for 
the protection of the range, the des- 
truction of coyotes, and the betterment 
of the industry in general. 

llth. Weneed an order whereby 
the practical knowledge of each mem- 
ber may become the property of all. 

12th. Weneed an order whereby we 
can reason together on the best possible 
methods of breeding, rearing, and de- 
veloping the highest standard of live 
stock. 

13th. We need anorder whereby we 
can co-operate to protect ourselves 
against the greed of capital and the 
power ofcorporations, and whereby we 
can decide upon the laws that are just 
to us, and the laws that discriminate 
against our business, and as far as 
possible to serve our best interests and 
to buy and sell togetherand co-operate 
for our mutual good. 

Individuals engaged in the same 
business should have an indirect 
interest in each other's affairs so long 
as their interests do not clash and 
there is no combination for the res- 
traint of trade. All other business 
enterprises have their unions and 
associations and mutual protection 
and benefit and find it wise to form 
such, but of all classes which so unite 
the husbandmen are the hardest to 
hold together. The manufacturer the 
artisan, and the laborer are producers. 
each ao different from the otherthat a 
union of the subjects of either can be 
very easily arranged, but the interests 
of the farmer and the stockgrowers, 
are so nearly alike, the one dependent 
on the other, that they must work 
hand in hand, or their efforts will be 
expended in the same game. No 
doubt each community finds itself in 
some ways quite different from an- 
other, but there is always one point 
upon which we ean all agree and that 


is the need of a more righteous return 
for our labors, and at least a fraetion 
of interest on the amount of capital 
invested ($1,787,102,630) in agriculture 
and stockraising is more than doubt 
that invested in mining (3104,489,976) 
fisheries ($11,208,564) and manufactur- 
ing ($446,016,487) combined while the 
percentage earned is the smallest of 
any business, If, then, it is possible 
to remedy this even though it is in but 
a small degree, the effort is surely 
worthy of your patronage. 

When our association was formed 
our membership was only fifteen and 
as they were practically all men more 
interested in stock than in grain 
growing and living in what we were 
pleased to call a stock country, our 
by laws and constitution deal more 
with conditions as they existed then 
than perhaps would have been che 
case had ,he association been formed 
some where else. However we were 
we hope broad minded and far seeing 
erough to recognize the relations the 
farm has to the range and however 
much Alberta red wheat may be grown 
we will none of us, for a time at least 
turn our back to the old red cow and 
so we welcome to our councils any 
person owning or controlling cattle, 
horses, mules or asses and engaged in 
the business of breeding, growing or 
raising the same for profit.”—Mem- 
bership clause.) 

Did it ever occur to you to notice in 
the market reports of some of our 
papers how wonderfully steady the 
price of live stock is, here is a sample 
of different date and different papers: 

Montreal, May 1902. Prime steers, 
54 to 6, common, 3} to 44. 

Montreal Nov, 1002. Good 34 to 4, 
medium 2} to 3}. 

Winnipeg June, 1003. Cattle— 
There has been no change in price 
sinee our last report, but there has 
been some improvement in the act- 
ivity of the market. Good steers are 
worth 43 and one or two sales of 
choice are reported at five cents a 
pound, butchers’ ordinary, 3} to 4c, 
stockers, $17 to $30, milch cows vary 
very much according to age and con- 
dition, and are selling at every price 
from $30 to $50. 

Winnipeg, Noy. 1903. Live stock— 
There has been a freer movement of 
cattle during the past two weeks than 
heretofore, A good deal or fair stuff 
has been coming in but, as a rule 
the standard is still inferior to last 
year, There is no material improve- 
ment in the price of export stuff, and 
for good to medium buchers’ stock the 
figures run from 8 to 2}c. 

Winnipeg May 1904. Prime steers 
4 to 4.60, cows scarce at 3 to 5}, 

Winnipeg, Dec. 1904. Extra export 
33, the bulk do not reach 3c, 

Winnipeg Jan. 1905 Top price off 
cars, $2.75, from that down to 2te: 

Winnipeg, May 1906. Top steers, 
3} to 42, cows 8 to38}. 

Winnipeg April 1907. Live stock— 
The quotations of the Winnipeg 
packers remain around 4 and 44 cents 
per pound live weight, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that five cents is being 
offered in many parts of the country 
and those who have cattle to sell are 
not very anxious to take the offer. 
Local markets appear to be better 
than those of Winnipeg and Calgary, 
but unfortunately the local markets 
cannot take large bunches of finished 
cattle and the larger marketsknowing 
that they can get the big consignment 
sit tight on the price. The feeders of 
a few steers in each locality will 
probably make well this spring. 

This fall’s. prices: Steers: 3 to 3}, 
cows, 2 to 23, Steers $40 to $45, cows, 
$20 to $25. And yet the usual price for 
your steak is 12cand your roast 7c to 
10c. Early this fall there was a drop 
in beef, and it dropped so far we 
sometimes wonder if the bump had 
killed the old cow. Nobody seems 
able to explain just why there should 
be sucha bump. Mr. Mullen, C. P.R. 
live stock commissioner, said some 
time ago that stock shipments were 
some where about 25 to 30,000 short 
of last year and Mr. Burns is reported 
as bringing some considerable number 
in from Montana to supply the short- 
age and at the same time we sell 
prime steers 3c, cows 2 to 2jc. 

How it is possible to harmonize con- 
dittons which force Burns & Co., to 
import from Montana, and Swift & 
Co. to export to Chicago at the same 
time queers me, and yet here we have 
it. 

Chicago Packers want our cattle— 
The Calgary Herald says: Swift & 
Co. the big Chicago Packing house, 
are making a vigorous descent upon 
Alberta cattle and during the past few 
days report where they had pur- 
chased cattle in large quantities have 
been numerous, Three agents are at 
present in the province purchasing 
herds, and fully five thousand head 
have been purchased by this big con- 
cern within the past two weeks. A 
A couple of days ago W. R. Hull sold 
1,200 head to Swift’s agent and re- 
ceived a good price for them. In con- 
versation with a local rancher W. R. 
Lumley, Swift's chief agent. the later 
stated that his firm had found that 
Canadian cattle compared more 
favorably than the very best bred 
in the States. They were he declared 
better matured and more suitable to 
the packing house than cattle from 
the middle west."—Red Deer News. 

We are told not to put our trust in 
“election promises.” We are begin- 
ing to find that there are promises of 
other times in which it is not wise to 
pnttoo much trust. Ayear ago a 
great cry was raised over the inade- 
quate supply of grain and stock cars 
wheat was piled onthe ground in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, and beef 
steers after being held for weeks 
awaiting transportation were turned 
baek on the Alberta ranges to die in 
the blizzards, Then came the prom-

SROWING NUT TREES. 


{n Planting Follow Nature’s Own Way 
as Much as Possible. 

The age at which any nut trees come 
into bearing depends on the care given 
to the trees. Some authorities state 
that fifteen or twenty years are neces- 
sary to bring them into full bearing 
from the time the nut is planted. This 
is a mistake, as trees that have been 
well cared for should bear a bushel of 
nuts in ten years, and the quantity 
will increase rapidly each year after 
that time. 

Some persons may enjoy raising 
these trees from seed. To be sure, It 
is rather a slow process, but it is in- 
teresting work. When planting the 
nuts, if they have thin shells be per- 
fectly sure that they have not dried 
out at all. The best plan is to get 
them as soon as they ripen and plant 
them at once. When this is not possi- 
ble, keep them in moist sand or in 
sawdust until they can be started. 
Butternuts, walnuts, hickory nuts and 
filberts, being hard shelled, will keep 
in growing condition much longer, but 
should be planted in the fall, as they 
germinate better when allowed to 
freeze, as that cracks the shell. 

The fall planting 1s nature’s own 
plan, and the nearer we follow her 
ways the better results we may er- 
pect. Another thing, do not plant the 
nots deep. Nature drops them on the 
surface and gives them a thick cover- 
ing of leaves, In which the dirt catches 
as it blows about; then the snow cov- 
ers all and helps the leaves to decay 
and form a covering of leaf mold for 
the tree to grow in.—Exchange. 


ROMANCE OF A NAME. 


Hugh Williams and a Remarkable 
Series of Coincidences. 3 

Names have figured frequently in co- 
incidences, one of the most remarkable 
cases being that recorded of a series of 
men named Hugh Williams, whoee es- 
capes frem shipwreck are recorded by 
an English chronicler. 

On Dec. 5, 1664, according to this au- 
thority, the Engtieh ship Menia was 
crossing the strait of Dover and cap- 
sized in a gale. Of the eighty-one pas- 
sengers on board one was saved. His 
Dame was Hugh Williams. 

On the same day of the same month 
in 1785 a pleasure boat was wrecked 
on the Isle of Man. ‘There were sixty 
persons on the boat, among them one 
Hugh Williams and his family. Of the 
threescore none but old Hugh Williams 
survived the shock. 

On Aug. 5, 1820, & picnicking party 
on the Thames was run down by a 
coal barge. There were twenty-five of 
the picaickers, mostly children under 
twelve years of age. Little Hugh Wil- 
Nama, a visitor from Ltverpool, only 
five years old, was the only one who 
was saved, 

Now comes the most singular part of 
this singular story. On Aug. 18, 1889, a 
coal laden craft, with nine men, foun- 
dered in the North sea. Two of the 
men, each of whom was named Hugh 
Williams, an uncle and nephew, were 
rescued by some fishermen and wero 
the only men of the crew who lived to 
tell of the calamity.—Scrap Book. 


Herschel’s Memory. 

Until he had become a very old man 
Bir John Herschel retained the strength 
of intellect and freshness of memory 
which enabled him to accomplish his 
great scientific work. Sir Henry B. 
Roscoe in bis autobiography records 
an inatimee when Hersche] was seven- 
ty-four years old.

We regret to have to state’ that 
there were*'many questions ih 
connection with the meat trade 
which should’ have been inveati- 
gated at points further east and 
in the old country. A knowledge 
of conditions in. Montreal,’ the 
difficulty of securing space, the|° 
marking and,sorting of cattle, a 
knowledge of conditions on the 
ocean voyage, treatment of stock 
in the old country, killing and 
marketing, ‘comparison. ‘of our 
stock with that gent from’ other 
countries’and various other prob- 
lems are ail‘matters which would 
have aided us'very" materially in 
arriving ata finding... 

As it is we believe that we have 
been obliged ‘to ‘stop: at the . place

necessary. ..Had: we been able: ‘to. 
trace the Alberta steer from ‘the 
range right).to.the consumer in 
the old: country and at the same 
time investigate in, through detail 
the chilled meat system and fam+ 
iliarize ourselves.with various.

“We found an absolute. “digeat- 
isfaction amongst. the producers 
of. pork, due toa lack of con fi- 
| dence in the markét. There have 
been’ times when the ‘prices have 
been high, sufficiently.go to én- 
courage farmets engaging’ exten- 
sively.in the industry, and. when 
a large number of hogs.came on 
to.the market th price dropped to 
a figure below the “cost. of pro- 
duction. This condition of 
affairs has been repeated’ several 
times in the past decade so that 
at the present time the farmers, 
while anxious to engage in the 
‘| business, will not venture because 
of the uncertainty: of the market.

unfinished. The objection. to 
shipping the light weights to'the 
old country is that.it “costs as 
much to ship a steer. of 1000: 
pounds.as one of 1,600 in other 
words the ship space is purchased | 
at a certain amount per head, 
and not according to. weight. 
Fifty percent of the yearly meat 
crop of Alberta ‘is sufficient to 
glut the domestic market, there- 
fore to, reduce the supply! of 
domestic meat would ameliorate 
thig condition of affairs. _Many 
of the cattle whioh are sold for 
butchers, if kept, until finished, 
would be exported and thus re- 
duce the amount of this class. 
This we believe is an important 
factor in the solving of this phase 
of the local beef, trade of the pro» 
-vince. '

farmer in the province. We-will 
strive to deal more fully with’ the 
question in a later issue.

ises, never again would there be a 
shortage of cars or of power to haul 
them. Mr. McMullen told us at Red 
Deer in February how generous the 
C. P. R. was in its expenditures. 
New stock cars besides grain cars had 
been ordered and would be ready for 
use ere our beef harvest, and yet we 
find the same thing occuring this year 
while no one s0 far as we can learn 
has been fortunate enough to see even 
one of the 500 new stock cars promised. 

There is no manner of doubt that 
this uncertainty in the supply of cars 
has much to do with the drop in beef 
in that few buyers care to purchase 
when transportation cannot beassured 
an appeal to the railway company 
might bring speedier results than the 
promises of a corporation, as by all 
the laws of supply and demand _ pro- 
ducers should have the right to ‘de- 
mand transportation of their pro- 
ducts, 

Doubtless Mr. Root or Mr. Powne 
will tell you later their experiences 
with the car supply of a few weeks 
ago, though we doubt if anything out 
of fiction can equal that of Mr. Pruilt 
of Medicine Hat or of the gentleman 
who shipped from Brooks.

Nobody desires to go back, nobody 
wishes to sec the prairie stretching 


fields, but realizing thecertain growth 
of all branches of husbandy let us unite 
that in ourtime, these several branches 


such as this, coming so promptly after 
have 


some few private individuals 
demonstrated the fact that the high 
tariff wall of 274 to the south of us is 
merely an old set of bars after all and 
that any good Canadian steer can 
jump over or break through if given 
(the opportunity. Twenty seven and 
ahalf percent is certainly a fierce 
Tamount to have to pay for the previl- 
ege of marketing one’s produce, but 
gentlemen, we have been paying that. 
amount for the last twenty years or 
since P. Burns & Co., Gord6n and 
Ironsides, or anybody else have 
bought our stock and marketed them 
in foreign or sastern markets, for the 
shipments made by Messrs. Root & 
Geissinger, and which are being re- 
peated by others in the south proved 
beyond question that stock bought at 
the average price paid in this dountry 
can be laid down on the American 
markets at a profit sufficient for any 
honest and capable business man. 
Where then is the difference? 
Would you. rather be robbed by 
night cr in the day time? The 
amount isthe same in the end; the 
only difference is in the personality of 
the robbers;on the one hand it is 
a tariff, on ehe other a personal greed 
and yet some people tellus we are 
not loyal because we are working to 
have the duty removed or at least re- 
duced in order not that we may mar- 
ket our products in Chicago, but that 
the Canadian market quotations 
will not be so infernally steady and 
that markets equal to Chicago may 
grow up here in Western Canada and 
that the stock industry may be con- 
ducted on business principles. 

While our government is to be con- 
gratulated on its willingness and 
eagerness to educate us into the pro- 
duction of better products, we must 
take every opportunity to educate the 
government upto that point where 
they will realize the nocessity of more 
satisfactory markets.. This conclusion 


we must admit; that Canadian 
grass finished cattle can com- 
pete with British and American 


corn fed stuff in only one way and that 
as chilled beef from abattoirs and 
packing houses in the central Canadian 
west. Capital, however, is slow in 
taking up a project which does not 
promise more thrn can be made under 
present conditions, so we have the pre- 
suinption to look to our Department 
of Agriculture and say, ‘it is up to 
you!” 

It would appear from what we have 
learned through correspondence, that 
the nearest approach to a satisfactory 
solution of present conditions is, by 
direct shipment to other markets. We 
have become acquainted with reliable 
firms in Chicago, Montreal, and the 
markets of Great Britain, all of whom 
are anxious to handle our stuff, and if 
individuals are uot in a position to ship 
alone, a combination of interests should 
be arranged and the venture made;for 
so long as we believe the obstacles in- 
surmountable, so long will our market 
reports read—primeZsteers 3 to 3}c., 
cows to 2 to Shc. 

We hope to be able to co-operate 
with Mr. Stevens and the A. F. A. on 
one point at least. You probably re- 
member that during the investigation 
of the Beef Commission, many of the 
stock growers complained of the 
shrink system of buying, but I notice 
that this is also applied to a branch of 
agriculture in which the department 
is exercising itself.
